Failure to respond to this Letter of Intent within ten (10) business days will be considered 
a waiver of your right to grieve and will result in the imposition of this discipline indicated 
herein.

On April 22, 2010, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to 
respond to the Sheriff's Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as reported 
under IAB File Number 2255023.

You are hereby notified that pursuant to an Education-Based Discipline (EBD) Agreement 
between you and this Department dated June 8, 2010, you are suspended without pay 
from your position of Deputy Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department for a period of 
fifteen (15) days. However, pursuant to the EBD agreement, the fifteen (15) days will be 
held in abeyance for a period of twelve (12) months which will end on June 7, 2011. All 
Department records will reflect, nevertheless, that you received a fifteen (15) day 
suspension. In accordance with the EBD Agreement, you have agreed to participate in an 
education-based alternative to discipline.

Incident Details 


Numerous inmates were escorted from the Inmate Reception Center Clinic to Module 231. Inmate 
refused to follow orders given by Deputy Pineda. Deputy Pineda slapped Inmate {J across the face 


with his open palm. Inmate made a fist and lunged towards Deputy Pineda. Deputy Pineda moved 
backwards to avoid being hit. Deputy {EE grabbed Inmate I's left arm and Officer 

grabbed Inmate [i's right arm and they forced Inmate J on the floor. Officer handcuffed 
Inmate š

Witness Interview(s) 


INMATE WITNESS | 
A video taped interview with Inmate was conducted on November 7, 2009 at 0229 
hours. Senior Deputy Zepeda translated for Inmate {J and he stated the following: 


Inmate was in Module 231 for processing when a male Black, referring to Inmate [J tried to 
explain to the deputies that he could not open his legs. Inmate [J said deputies lunged toward Inmate 
, Slapped him and gave him shocks with the electric gun. He added that five officers jumped on top of 


him and then he was told to face the wall. Inmate [J said he did not see the reason why they would do 
that. 


According to Inmate J. approximately seven officers were involved in this incident. Inmate 
described the main deputy that slapped Inmate [Jj as a Male, Asian, approximately 5 feet tall, 35-40 
years old, wearing a tan and green uniform, with “spiky” hair. 


Inmate [EM said he can not describe any of the other personnel. 


INMATE WITNESS OO 


| spoke with Inmate [NY and he told me Inmate [J complained of a bullet that was in 
his foot. The inmate started to show the deputies and custody assistants his foot and the bullet. Inmate 


was told to put his sock back on, to get his mattress and to go to his cell. Inmate said Inmate 
said words (NFD) and then the officers spoke to him about his behavior. Inmate was then 
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“assaulted” by staff. 


Inmate described the personnel that was standing at and witnessed the incident. Two female custody 
assistants were standing there and one of them was “C/A SE.” Inmate [J described the custody 
assistants as, “deputy assistants wearing all green.” As Inmate continued to recollect the incident, he 
recanted his original statement regarding C/A J. Inmate said “C/A [I stayed downstairs and 
did not escort the inmates to Module 231.” 


Inmate ia went on to describe the two female custody assistants at the incident as: 
. female, Hispanic, short, with black hair, bangs “slicked over to the side” and pulled into a “pony tail,” 
. female, Hispanic, short, with black hair pulled back into a “pony tail.” 


As the two female custody assistants gave the inmates instructions for housing, Inmate continued to 
complain about the bullet in his foot. During this verbal exchange between Inmate and the two 
female custody assistants, a deputy walked between the two custody assistants and “slapped” Inmate 
HE. The deputy was described by Inmate [J as a Male, Asian and short. 


After the inmate was slapped, he “flinched up as if he were going to strike the deputy.” Inmate | | 
demonstrated this motion as Inmate S raising his right fist and pulling his arm back as if he were going 
to punch the deputy. Then they told Inmate =. “You want to strike one of our officers?” After this, they 
took him to the ground. 


According to Inmate E. there were approximately seven deputies and custody assistants involved in this 
incident. i 

. two female custody assistants (as previously described), 

. , male, custody assistant, 

. , male, custody assistant, 

. male, deputy, (as previously described), 

. two additional male deputies (NFD) 


Inmate [J said he told Inmate o his behavior was going to get him in trouble before the incident 
occurred. Inmate said Inmate continued to make inappropriate comments and outbursts to IRC 
personnel. Inmate said it appeared that he was on some type of drug. When he asked Inmate BEEE] 
about it, Inmate said he was still feeling the effects of “crystal meth.” 

At one point during the escort from the IRC Clinic to Module 231, Inmate [J commented to the two 
custody assistants about their flashlight and if they were going to use the “Rodney King” thing on him? 
Inmate [J said Inmate [J's actions and reactions were “way out.” 


Suspect Interview(s) 


Suspect Interview(s) Conducted By: watch Commander X Supervising Sergeant 


Watch Commander, Lieutenant Francisco and Sergeant Norman #{ conducted a video 
taped interview with Inmate on November 7, 2009 at 0215 hours. Inmate [J stated 


the following: 
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Inmate {J said he was coming into Module 231 to get processed. Inmate [J said his left ankle was 
hurting so he placed his left foot on the bench. The deputy, Inmate described as “male, short and 
Filipino,” asked him why did he place his foot on the bench? Inmate told the deputy, “because I have 
a bullet in me.” The deputy then told him to put his foot down. Inmate then demonstrated how he 
took his left foot off of the bench and put his left knee onto the bench. 


Inmate | he the deputy then approached him and with his right fist punched him in the left jaw area. 
Inmate said the deputy was facing him when he punched him. After the deputy punched him, 
several Custody Officers tackled him down to the ground and started to “stomp” on him. 


Inmate J saidtwo female “jailers wearing all green” and a male deputy, escorted him away from the 
initial line of inmates and to a different area due to his special handle status of being homosexual. 


When asked to describe the IRC personnel that was involved in tackling him to the ground, Inmate J 
said the following: 


. ‘T. 2 jailer, male, wearing all green, 

. a tall, skinny, “Japanese” deputy, (NFD), 

. a White, female deputy, in her 20's, with a “thick” size, and blonde long hair in a pony tail. 
Inmate [J said, someone (NFD) put his leg out and started to “stump” onto his bullet wounded ankle. 


Inmate S complained of pain to his left ankle. He said he was shot two times in the ankle last year and 
still had bullet fragments in his ankle and his foot. 


Inmate {J said several inmates (NFD) witnessed this incident.
